Trials of national interest within 
the memory of spectators at the Fox

a special plea of insanity. Mrs. Cora 
Vinson entered a special plea of in- 
canity, but was found sane by the 
special jury, drawing a verdict of 
| guilty without recommendation at the 
subsequent trial, and later receiving 
a life sentence after entering a plea 
of guilty when granted a new trial. 
Leo Frank was found guilty without 
recommendation after he entered a 
straight plea of not guilty, the burden 
of proof that he committed the spe- 
| cific crime resting squarely on the 
| state. 
| The plea entered by Fox is differ- 
ent from each of these in that he 
seeks to show that he is not responsi- 
hle for murder because he fails to 
know the difference between — right 
and wrong. A verdict of not guiity 
in his case because of recognition of 
his plea by the jury would make him 
a free man. 

Self-defense, justifiable homicide, 
voluntary or involuntary manslaugh- 
ter pleas have not figured in the pres- 
ent trial, and the trial judge will not 
| be required to charge the jury on such 
‘law unless evidence is introduced 
tending to establish such a motive in 
' the slaying.

FIND GIGANTIC PLOT 
TO SMUGGLE IN ALIENS 


Malone, N. Y., December 15.—(By 
the Associated Press.) —Whiie seareh- 
ing for bootleggers along the Cana- 
dian border federal agents and the 
“black horse” troop of the state pe- 
lice have stumbled on what is evi- 
dently a gigantic plot to smuggle 
aliens into this country. 

So far this month fifty aliens have 
been caught along the frontier of the 
four northeastern counties of the 
state, it was authoritatively learned 
today. 

The aliens, 


as a ruie, are of a de- 
sirable type, but have been barred 
from entering this country because 
the immirgation quo‘as tor the year 
have been filled. Most of the aliens 
taken into custody in -‘ecent weeks 
have been Irish, English and Swedish. 
A small proportion were Italian. 
Many of them are trained workmen 
and expert farmers. 

According to reports, there are or- 
ganizations in the Jomimon, wiih 
some apparent connection on this side 
of the border, which guarantee the 
anxious alien that he van be sa*zly 
smuggled across the line for a smail ; 
fee. While many aliens undoubted- 
ly escape detection, through varieus 
devices, others are caught because uf 
flumsy metheds. “She majority of 
the men caught so far have told the 
nuthorities that they ‘ame to these 
shores hecause work was slack ‘n 
their native countries. Thev rarely 
resist and usually tearfully plead with 
the authorities to allow them to crons 
the line. 

The authorities reperted that they 
believed they had the .iquor smug 
gling situation well in hand, Admit: 
ting that large quantii‘es Lad been 
poured over the line in recent weeds, 
they pointed to the fact that :heyv had 
seized snore than seventy-five liquer 
laden cars in the last two and one-half 
months as proof of their vigilance.

Tilden himself has merely said “It is 
quite possible that I have played my 
inst Davis cup match as long as the 
present system of handling this play 
eentinues and it is conceivable that 
the Davis cup committee has beaten 
me to it and no longex considers me 
for any future team.” 

But, as has been said, something 
was decidedly needed to wake the 
tennis authorities to this situation in 
doubles, and very likely this disagree- 
went and airing of- opinions will ef 
fect what the ordinary temperate 
writing has been unable to accom- 
rlish, namely a real consideration of 
the situation by the anthorities-that- 
he and a recognition of the following 
facts:

When we view the value of the putt 
and note that its solving mysteries 
are like open to all types of golfers, 
it is well to consider a third point, 
and this is that practice in puttine 
Is quite easy to obtain. Few courses 
without the convenient putting green, 
few towns without stores wherein the 
many contraptions manufactured for 
indoor putting practice sre not for 
sale.

Long Deserved Victory 
Finally Is Atlantan’s, 
IsEdgren’s View of It 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

This has been a great year in all 
sports, amateur and _ professional. 
Next year, because of the Olympic 
games in Paris, where al] the star 
athletes of the world compete, wilil 
probably produce more new record- 
breaking, but aside from the Olympics 
we don't expect more interesting 
sporting features than we've seen in 
the past twelve months. 


One of the record breaking feats of 
[9253 was the hurdle running of 
Charles Brookins, a student at Iowa 
university. Brookins, twenty-three- 
years of age and a first-class track 
athlete and point winner during his 
college career, started as a sprinter 
and gradually developed into a hur- 
dler, specializing in the low -hurdles. 

Until 1923 the world’s record for 
the 200-yard hurdles had not been 
broken for twe nty-five years. It was 
Made in 1898 by A. CC. Kraezlein, 
equaled fifteen years later by J. I. 
Wendell at Harvard, and equaled 

gain in 1916 by Robert Simpson of 
Missouel. The time of these three 
great hurdlers was 25 3-5 seconds, 
feet @ inches.

In getting together material and 
dates for this account Barrow helped.

“When I got out there I asked 
about this boy Honus Wagner.

I went back there and a big 
gangly looking fellow came up to me 
saying he was Henus. He had the 
funniest legs I ever saw and wore u 
little flat derby hat with a feather 
stuck in it.

high hopes of enacting ‘aus to reform 
‘the admittedly antiqaated tnxation 
System under which the state govern- 
ment operates, with the results of an 
exhaustive investigation of the entyre 
tax situation made sy « special com- 
mission appointed by the governor ai 
its disposal, the assemblv after al) :ts 
labors, failed to enaxt the most im- 
portant of those lawa, which were 
backed by the tax commicsion and the 
administration. 

Chief among these bi:'s which failea 
of passage was one to amind the state 
constitution -o as to orcvice for « 
state constitution sv as to proviae tu 
a state income tax. This was known 
as the Lankford bill. It passed the 
senate early in the session, and later 
passed the house, but with amend- 
ments which the senate refused to ac- 
cept. 

Three Points of Difference. 

Differences between the two houses 
on this bill were’ on three privciple 
points. First was the question of 
whether the bill should specify that 
the tax should apply to “net” incomes 
only. As it passed the senate the bill 
contained the word “net,” with the 
added proviso that the legislature 
should have the power to define what 
constituted net incomes. The nouse 
struck the word from the bill, on the 
ground that neither the federal govern- 
ment nor any other state had inserted 
the word in its law, and that retention 
of the word might affect the constitu- 
tionality of certain special taxes al- 
ready levied against gross incomes of 
some businesses. Later the house of- 
fered. in a #pecial resolution, to re- 
cede from this position. 

The second point in dispute was 
whether or not the taxpayer should be 
allowed to deduct his ad valorem tax 
payment from his income tax payment, 
or vice versa, depending upon which 
was the greater. The senate wanted 
to include the offsetting clause while 
the house struck it out. Neither body 
would give way on this point. 

The third issue was on. whether 
or not the bill should contain a sched- 
ule of personal exemptions, or wheth- 
er this should be left to the enabling 
act to specify. ‘The senate included

DEVELOPED BY NAVY 


Washington, December 15.—An air- 
plane which combines the functions of 
three usual type planes, bombing, 
torpedo launching and leng range 
scouting, has been developed by the} 
bureau of aeronauties of the navy. 

The plane which is equipped with a 
650-horsepower engine, is the lightest 
for its horsepower ever built, being 
able to fly with more than its own 
weight as a load, and powerful enough 
to carry a greater load than twin- 
engined bombers now use. 

With a wing-spread of 56° feet, 
the machine weighs about four thous- 
and pounds and is eleven feet high 
‘and 54 feet long. Jt may be launch- 
‘ed from a catapult on a battleship’s 
freuen es, the flying deck ofan aircraft 
— Tr, has a 2,200 mile range with- 
ont landing for re-fueling and is 
iq: lickly eonvertible to either a sea or 
jland plane.

Concerted action 
on the part of dry agencies in guard- 
ing avenues of supply :from various 
mountain distributing points is caus- 
ing a decided scarcity. 

Preparations for 
mas shipments have _ already been 
made by the _ federal prohibition 
agents, with the result that a vigilant 
watch has been established on all of 
the principal highways leading into 
Atlanta. 

“We were anticipating a busy pe- 
riod between now, and the end of the 
holidays,” asserted Fred D. Dismuke, 
director in charge of federal dry forces 
for Georgia. “There is one thing cer- 
tain and that is contraband in order 
to reach Atlanta from the nmeountains 
will have to get here by routes other 
than highways. We haven’t establish- 
ed an air squad to stop transporta- 
tion by aeroplanes, as we unquestion- 
ably will do in the near future, but I 
don’t believe there’s much danger of 
Atlanta receiving illicit supplies from 
this direction just yet.” 

Director Dismuke says that a far 
more experienced detail of prohibition 
agents is guarding Atlanta from wet 
shipments this year than ever before.

RELATIONS WITH TURKS 

Senator King, democrat, of- Utah, 
has introduced a resolution oppos- 
ing the proposed resumption of dip- 
lomatic relations with Turkey ‘“un- 
til the rights of Armenia have been 
adequately protected.”

No high seas are ever 
encountered among the leads as fre- 
quently is the case in the Atlantic. 

“Comfortable flying temperatures 
are practically certain in an Arctic 
sumn-er. The weather bureau has re- 
corded 100 degrees at Fort Yukon, 
Alaska. In this respect the use 2f 
aircraft gives the polar explorer a 
new-found advantage over the pioneers 
who had to brave the extreme cold of 
winter to gain the benefit of unbrok- 
en ice. 

“This fact gives rise to a notewor- 
thy fact about the proposed expedi- 
tion—it will be the first summer ex- 
pear in the polar field except the 
Nansen drift in the ‘Fram. 

“Summer weather in the Arctic is 
much warmer than around tle South 
Pole, which is located on a plateau, 
two miles high. | 

May Aid Weather Predictions. 

“Practically all the det:iled infor 
mation now available about Arctic 
temperatures is derived from the loz 
of the ‘Fram, which drifted on the 
Siberian side of the poie. It is 
possible that observations made in 
the unexplored regions on the Alaskan 
and Canadian eide will have high 
value in the predictions of our own 
weather bureau. 

“It is even more certain that onr 
knowledge of ocean currents will De 
greatly expanded by a study of the 
movements of Arctic waters. The 
rapid multiplying of ocean lanes lend» 
growing importance to the almost in- 
fant ocean current science, to which 4 
notable addition was mde by the 
late Rear Admiral John Biliott Pills 
bury, a former president of the Nation 
al Geographical Society, in his pains 
taking observations of the culf stream. 
The .reat polar area is the one re- 
maining ‘blind spot’ of the great riv- 
ers of the sea which are so impor 
tant to the navigator.

“Genealogists, delving into strata 
of society like geologists exploring 
generations of rocks, are discovering 
in Northamptonshire, and other dis- 
tricts of England, Scotland and Wales, 
what manner of men were these 
whose sons dared to cross 3,000 miles 
of ocean in tiny vessels to build a new 
nation.

When Strong Policy 


Is Urgently Needed 


since No Party Has Majority Firm Stand 


Against France Cannot Be Taken—Things 
In Calamitous State, Says Simonds.

Washington, December 15.—Looking to the future there are two 
phases of the recent British general election which must command wide- 


pread interest. 


For Britain itself, this test opens new and disturbing 


horizons which can hardly be measured in advance. The theory of 
parliamentary government, as Britain has practiced and taught ‘it, has 
proken down, the two party system has either temporarily or permanently 


disappeared to give place to the bloc form. 


Again, almost as significant 


3 the domestic may be the foreign consequences of this amazing election. 
For Americans the rise of a third party in Great Britain must have 


he gravest sort of significance. 


We have been many times threatened 


ith such an unwelcome condition in the past, but always we have man- 


aged to escape it. 


Nevertheless there are signs to be discovered at this 


precise moment which suggest that what has arrived in England may 


before long come to us also. 


With the farm bloc showing its strength 


nd its determination to control by paralysis if by no other method, with 
the more than vague hint of a third party revolt in the forhcoming 
presidential election, British experience must command American at- 


ention. 


Present Situation 
Not Passing Phase. 


Now, as far as the domestic phase 
f the British situation is concerned, 
M must be recognized at once that the 
presence of thiee parties, not, to be 
ure, of equal strength, but each con- 
stituting a hopeless minority in it- 
self, promises to be no passing phase. 
In a word, as the last test showed, 
the three parties secm all of them to 
bave taken root, the tory and the 
liberal resting on ancient and historic 
oundations, the Jabor party giving 
every indication of having come to 


ptay. 

lf, for example, to get out of the 

present mess, the British should un- 
dertake a new election, hoping that 
Mt this trial of strength one of the 
three parties would get a clear ma- 
jority, there is nothing anywhere dis- 
coverable which would suggest that 
the election results would be mate- 
rially different. Authority would 
once more be completely paralyzed. 

Looking backward over the last 
three elections, it is clear to see that 
labor is on the gain. Lloyd George's 
“khaki election” of 1918 disclosed it 
at dead low water. Its leader, Ram- 
say Macdonald, was defeated and the 
stil! vital emotions of the war served 
o win for the premier of that hour 
a huge and even unwieldy majority of 
extreme tories and unliberal libera!s. 
in a house of commons containing 
slightly more than 700 members labor 
eoup‘ed only 63 members, not only 
fewer than the tories and_ liberals 
but less than*Sinn Fein, which pres- 
ently emigrated to Ireland. 

A year ago, at the general election 
following the overthrow of Lloyd 
George, labor obtained 142 seats in a 
ouse of just over 600. By contrast 


the tories had 344, counting the Irish 
unionists from Ulster, while the two 
factions of the liberal party together 
mustered 117 seats. ‘The bitter fight 
between Lloyd George and Asquith, 
however, might have been assumed to 
explain the paucity of liberal mem- 
bers. Nevertheless the election of 
1922 gave to the labor party a mem- 
bership which not only made it the 
second party in the house of commens 
but also disclosed it as a_ strong 
party itself. . 

Finally in the last election labor 
carried more than 190 seats, as 
agvinst 260 for the tories and 150 for 
tlre reunited liberals, and by virtue 
of this election demonstrated its 
right to be regarded henceforth as 
the official opposition, the second 
party in Great Britain. In five years 
it had exactly trekled its membership. 
The reconciliation of Lloyd George 
and Asquith, the possession by the 
liberals of very large campaign funds, 
the desperate battle they made under 
very effective leadership to regain 
their lost position, all came to noth- 
,ing, a paltry gain of seats, hut an in- 
abilify to prevent labor fron, obtain- 
ing many more seats and 

larger popular vote. 

Te make a government in England 
today, as recer.t conferences and j 
discussions have disclosed, it is nec 
sary to effect some sort of coalition 
between parties. But in the larger 
sense there can be no coalition. [The 
tories have the largest single block 
of seats, the liberals have far and 
away the ables+ group of Jeavers. Bur 
the majority of tories will hi:rdly long 
bear with equanimity the surrender 
of the larger share of leudership to 
the smaller liberal membership, while 
when all is said and done there ‘*e

main many points of absolute diver- 
genve between conservatives and lib- 
erals. 

As for labor it is not less hostile 
to the hberals than to the tories and 
beyond much doubt looks with more 
tolerance upon Stanley Baldwin than 
upon Lloyd George. It is. not after 
partial power. It is not concerned 
with a fractional control of govern- 
meni. It cannot impose its princl- 
ples und its program upon Great Brit- 
ain until it bas a clear majority and 
it has every reason for rejecting any 
limited power coupled with almost 
unlimited responsibility. It gained 
eighty seats betwen 1918 and 1922. 
It gained fifty more between 1922 
and 1923. At this rate of progress 
it can expect to come to its own before 
too long and it can afford to wait. 


The press for days has been filled 


with discussions of possible combinn- 
tions, a derby ministry drawn chiefly 
from tories and liberals, a compro. 
mise which would be — necessarily 
colourless and in all human proba- 
bility doomed to but a bricf tenure of 
office. But Lord Derby is the most 
conspicuous francophile in England 
and a clear majority of the libera' 
party is hostile not alone to the 
friendly policy advocated by Derby 
but even to the more critical and un- 
sympathetic policy of Stanley Bald- 
win. 

You have tkere, then, the revelu- 


tion of one of the great difficulties 


of the situation. J.iberals and tories 
are close together in their opposition 
to the labor policies of which capital 
levy jis the most notorious, but liberals 
and Jabor members are. just as close 
together in opposition to anything but 
open and determined resistance to the 
Poincare policy on the continent. 
Since, moreover, foreign policy is one 
of the most important of preseni 
problents, it is terribly hard to see 
how a derby ministry could hold on 
for long. 


Theory Rests 
On Two Parties. 


The whole theory of the British 
parliamentary system, ike 
theory of government, rests upon the 
assumption of two partie?, which to- 
gether will express the complete po- 
litical convictions of the pepulation. 
As long as Englishment are either 
tories or liberals the thing works per- 
fectly, just as it works with us, when 
there are only democrats and repub- 
licans. When the Irish question .was 
unsettled, Irelond sent a third party 
to Westminster, but it was a third 
party only upon a single issue and, 
in the main could work with the 
liberals. 

Today, however, labor is not to be 
reconciled either with the liberals or 
the tories because it represents a 


clear and definite program. And it 
is just as hard to see any real basis 
ot permanent cooperation between 
the tories and the liberals. What is 
most baffling and at the same time 
most dangerous in the British situa- 
tion is the fact that the present state 
of public opinion in Great Britain is 
divided not into two camps but into 
three and that the three groups are 
atterly distinct, seek, as to major ob- 
jectives, three mutually exclusive 
ends, 

Now, if this be true, it is going to 
be impossible for a long time at least 
to get any really representative min- 
istry. You can patch together tem- 
porary coalitions to “earry on” as 
tte British say, to keep the machin- 
ery of government running so far as 
the rontine is concerned and not even 
Inbor has any desire to precipitate

chaos. Buf you can not arrive at 
any program either legislative or in- 
ternational, you can not have stabil- 
ity or permanence. Two groups which 
agree on fereign policy are at com- 
plete variance in all important do- 
mestic matters, while other groups 
which could act together at home act 
divided on foreign policy. 

What this means for Great Bri- 
tain at this hour must be fully appre- 
ciated. It does not seem to me that 
the gravity of the British situation 
at the present time is even measure- 
ably appreciated in the United States. 
Without exaggeration, the domestic 
crisis is the greatest in a century. 
the economic situation is not only 
bad but it has been bad for a long 
time and no one can see any rea) 
basis for hoping that it will be great- 
ly improved in the immediate future. 
inemployment, overtaxation, real 
and very general suffering, these are 
the manifest circumstances of Brit- 
ish life. 

At home it has been found impossi- 
ble to readjust national life despite 
teroic and even desperate’ efforts. 


Abroad it has been equally impossi- 
ble to contribute materially to the 
restoration of economic prosperity on 
which in the last analysis British do- 
miestic prosperity depends. In the 
past two years British prestige and 
Hritish influence in the world have 
sunk to an almost unbelievedly low 
evel. Englishmen of my acquaint- 
ance, with clear exaggeration, per- 
taps, speak of their country as hav- 
ing become a second and even a third- 
‘ate power. 

Now it is axiomatic that the pres- 
ent economic and political position of 
(;sreat Britain cannot be improved un- 
til there are both effiecent leadership 
“nd substantial unity in British po- 
litical life. The supreme advantage 
that Poincare bas had in the past 
two years in an ever increasing meas- 
ure has grown out of the fact that 
he represented an indestructible ma- 
jcrity in the chamber of deputies and 
was himself capable of following a 
cefinite line with utmost consistency 
and very great firmness. He has 
known what he wanted, he hag want- 
ed what he knew his countrymen de- 
sired and he has been able to resist 
ull exterior pressure. 

This was the advantage which be- 
longed to Lloyd George for the first 
two years after the war. Then it was 
French statesmanship which was in- 
firm and French representatives who 
were handicapped by weakness at 
home and by a division of French sen- 
timent. But when Poincare came he 
reversed the roles and it was Lloyd 
George who found himself undermined 
at home and presently forced to re- 
sign. Neither Bonar Law nor Stanley 
Baldwin bas been more fortunate and 
whoever now comes to Downing street 
will be in a worse situation than all 
three of his immediate predecessors. 


New Opportunity 
For Lloyd George. 


Suppose that Lord Derby takes the 
reins of power. He must at once 
seek liberal support. In practice he 
must either win Asquith or Lloyd 


George. But if he seeks to make a 
bargain with Asquith then it is far 
from unlikely that Lloyd George will 
soon lead an attack upon the foreign 
policy of Derby, which may be friend- 
ly to France and in this ‘he will be 
supported by a similar labor offensive. 
If, by contrast, Derby makes terms 
with Lloyd George he will divide his 
own party perbaps hopelessly. 

But if Poineare, having resolved 
upon a course of action which might 
provoke British protest, sees the Brit- 
ish ministry hopelessly divided, in- 
capable of making up its own mind, he 
is hardly likely to hesitate to go along 
the pathway outlined. Actually you 
have the foreign policy of the British 
empire paralyzed by the most personal 
and parochial considerations imagin- 
able. Whoever is Prime minister will 
represent as to his own party a politi- 
cal organization in the minority in the 
country and in the house of commons 
and therefore will continue only on 
sufferance. 

Llody George has now a new op- 
portunity to make his long cherished 
experiment, the creation of a central 
party, drawing its strength from the 
liberal tories and the tory liberals, 
His idea would be to create by fusion 
of a majority of tory and liberal par- 
ties a-new party which would be the 
ultimate opponent of labor. He would 
destroy both the tory and the liberal 
parties and create a new party which 
would be, in reality his personal party 
and would insure him a long leuse of 
power. But it is hard to imagine 
that either tories or liberals would 
consent to such a transformation at 
the present moment. On the contrary 
I believe that enough tories and 
enough liberals would prefer labor to 
Lloyd George to prevent such a de- 
velopment now. 

In the end it is hard tosee how such 
a combination of the tories and the 
liberals in a new conservative party, 
conservative by contrast to labor, can 
be prevented. It would probably come 
much more promptly now, it it did not 
entail the return of Lloyd George to 
control of what would be at the out- 
set a coalition even if eventually it 
led to a fusion. One factor in the 


underestimated is the tremendous dis- 
trust and dislike of Lloyd George com- 
mon to the labor and tory parties and 
shared by at least half of the liberals. 
Labor will not take him on any terms. 
Viscount Younger and his majority of 
die-hard tories are equally resolved 


against any Lloyd George solution and | 
the Asquith liberals only made peace | 
with George in the hope of regaining | 
a position which was not reconqu2red | 


in the last election.

“What I have ssid is not in the 
way of complaint fot a moment, In 
fact, two of the Juxuries of those days 
are gone forever, I fear, One was 
the last thing nat night. A fine 
aluminum hot water bottle wag placed 
in my bed, and there’s nothing more 
cozy on as bitter cold night than to 
rest one’s footies in that welcome 
warmth. My other luxury was break 
fast in bed, the first thing in the 
morning. A pitcher of hot milk, twu 
rolls, and either butter or honey or 
marmalade. It seemed = strange 
enough to go to my lectures and 
never see Madame nor Jean until 
luncheon. For though all the mem- 
bers of a family shsuld breakfast at 
precisely the same time, each one 
would eat alone, in bed; it just 
doesn’t oecur to them to assemble at 
the breakfast table for the early morn- 
ing meal.

One was his criticism of the musical life in America; that it is not | 


sufficiently creative. American cities, instead of developing their own 
artistis, their own choral bodies or orchestras, do too much importing 
of artists and ensembles. This is pleasant, but should be only one feature 
of the musical life, a sort of reward. . Otherwise, it is liable to be top- 
heavy: an imposition of culture on an uncertain foundation, for after all, 
the people who are educated in music are still in the minority. Then, 
too, the imported concert can serve the community only as diversion 
and inspiration. It is of no lasting meaning unless it spurs the com- 
munity to development of its own resources in talent. 

Mr. Colles made even a more important point (and Mrs. Heinsohn 
is apparently working on a similar idea) when he saia that to his mind 
the most significant element in the musical life of England today is the 
activity of the great choral bodies in the thickly populated industrial 
sections, these having grown out of church choirs (and still furnishing 
obscure and isolated English churches with choir music of great beauty) 
and through combination of the choral bodies of neighboring com- 
munities, giving rise to the famous English music festivals. 

The intense musical life of Italy, too, is due to the fact that the 
people of all classes, even in the small towns, know opera and unite in 
love for it. 

One of America’s greatest musical organizations—the Bach choir, of 
Bethlehem, Pa., whose festivals the music critics of New York, and even
